Tlore ia no danger of 
the aaw cutting the soft parts, as they are 
protected by a retractor, an inatrument which 
is passed down and under the bone, When 
auch a wedge-shaped piece of bone of proper 
angle is removed, the ramainiag bones of the 
leg cnn be straightenad, and the defurwity.

parrots are eaten, but they are rather tough, 
Tbe Guachos of the Argentiue Republic are 
in the habit of huuting skunks for the suke 
of theic Aesh, The octopus or devil fish 
when boiled and then roasted is eaten iv 
Dorsica and steamed a delicacy. In the Pa- 
cific Islands and West Indies lizard eggs are 
 eateih with gusto, The natives of the 
Antilles eat alligator egge, and the egga of 
the turtle are popular every where, though 
up tothe commencement of the last cantury 
turtle was only enten by the poor of Jumaica. 
Ante are eaten by various nations. In Bra- 
zl they are served with a resinous siuce, 
aud in Africa they are stewed with grease or 
butter,” The Bast Indians catch them in 
pita and carefully wash, them in handfuls 
like raising. In Siain a curry of ant egpa is 
aooatly luxary, Tha Ci: galese eat the bees 
after robbing.them of their honey.

- In that country in 1880 but 58,065 
tong were produced ; but it gradually mount- 
ed to 219,094 in 1885, nearly equalling the 
ateans of that year iE the 36,626 tons, steam 
“and aail, built for foreigners be reokoned, 
and oxeceding it by nearly 12,000 tons if that 
built on British account only be taken. Sail, 
however, has again fallen off in 1866, but 
the vessels turned ont have been of a much 
‘larger claga that in 1885. «In our own coun- 
try the steam.tonnaye built in 1886 for the 
firat time ( excepting in 1880, when they were 
about equal) surpaased in amount the

_Jear showed & very great falling off ( 60,000 
tans) from the amount built the preceding 
year, .This sudden development of sailing 
veasels in Great Britain in the luet fow years 
iss rather uuexpected and interesting pbe- 
nomenon, Itis dud mainly, no. doubt, to the 
very groat depreasion in trade.and freights, 
whereby it waa made. impossible for many 
steamers to continue in use without great 
loss; while at aenzat least, the sailing vessel 
ie dot.running up a large coal bill,_and if 
laid np there ia leas capital: idle and lese'de- 
terioratiou on account of machinery. Tt must, 

. too, be recognised that whilp steam has been 
advancing with sach jd pace on the high. 
way of economy the sailing vessel has follow.
